Markievicz, for many years one of | Virginia Burke, 17, Takes Poison 


the most remarkable personalities | 


in Irish life. died early today. Her 
husband and stepson, as well as 
Eamon de Valera, the Republican 
leader, were at the bedside when 
she passed away at Sir Patrick 
Dunn's Hospital. where she had 
been a patient for several weeks. 


The Countess, whose activities 
extended throughout the troubled 
years when the Irish people were 
fighting for independence, under- 
went two operations for appendi- 
citis. and a week ago suffered a 
relapse, which led to reports in 
Dublin that she had died. 

For the part she played in the 
Easter Week rebellion of 1916, 
Countess Markievicz was sentenced 
to death, but the sentence was 
commuted to penal servitude and 
she was released in 1917 to con- 
tinue, less rebellious, but equally 
strenuous, her activities in the po- 
litical arena. She took tie side 
of De Valera after the Anglo-Irish 
treaty creating the Free State. She 
had represented one of the Dublin 
divisions in the Dail Eireann since 
1923 and was returned as one of 
De Valera’s followers in the Fi- 
anna Fail party at the recent elec- 
tions. 

Countess Markievicz, before she 
was married to the Polish Count 
Casimir Dunin de Markievicz in 
1900, was Constance Georgine 
Gorebooth. She was the first wom- 
an elected to the British Parlia- 
ment, having been returned in 
1918 for the St. Patrick’s division 
of Dublin as a Sinn Feiner, but 
she did not take her seat. She was 
Minister of Labor in the Dail 
Eireann Cabinet, 1918-22. 

The Countess, who generally was 
referred to as “Madame,” not only 
urged others to violence during the 
Irish warfare, but set the example 
herself by carrying a weapon and 
using it. She was a member of the 
garrison in the siege of the College 
of Surgeons in 1916 and took equal 
duty with the men in resisting 
British troops entrenched in Steph- 
ens Green opposite the college. 

Those familiar with all phases 
of Irish life declare she was a 
woman with an amazingly mascu- 
line type of mind and direct and 
practical in her methods. She 
never wavered or compromised, 
and to the end remained an out- 
standing Republican, throwing her- 
self heart and soul into the cause 
with eingle-minded determination. 
She was 59 years old.

The boy 
gave his testimony without fiinch- 
ing, although he watched birger 
out of the corner of his eye. 

“Shady Rest” was burned about 
Jan. 8 Pinckney testified, and 
since then he has not seen or heard 
from his brother Elmo. 

Pinckney left the stand without 
being cross-examined. By his testi- 
mony the State emphasized the 
linking of Hyland with the con- 
fessed murderer, Harry Thomas- 
son, and also sought to suggest 
that Elmo, the other slayer, came 
to his death in the explosion at 
“Shady Rest.” 

Roy Adams of Benton, a distant 
relative of the murdered Mayor, 
testified that about 3:50 p. m. Dec. 
12. he and his wife were walking 
toward the Mayor's home in West 
City, a suburb of Benton. 

“Twt young boys passed us,” he 
testified. “walking toward Joe 
Adams’ house. They went up on 
Joe Adams’ perch and knocked on 
the door. The first thing my wife 
and I knew we heard a gun roar.” 

He heard five shots fired, Adams 
testified, then saw the two youths 
run from the porch to @ closed 
automobile waiting down the street 


near the house. The machine then 


sped away, he said. 

In answer to questions, he testi- 
fied he and his wife went into the 
Adams’ house, where they found 
Mrs. Adams standing beside the 
body of her husband which lay on 
the floor.

EDITOR DALE PAROLED 
IN CONTEMPT CASE 


Indianan Was Under 90-Day 
Sentence for Criticisms of In- 
diana Circuit Judge. 


By the Associate 
INDIANAPOLIS. Ind., July 16. 


—George R. Dale, Muncie, Ind., 
publisher, who for four years has 
been fighting a 90-day sentence to 
the state farm for contempt of 


the Delaware County Circuit Court, ; 


was paroled today by Gov. Ed 
Jackson upora recommendation of 
the trustees of the farm. 

Dale, however, will be required 
to pay a fine of $500 and costs as- 
sessed against him along with the 
$0-day sentence, and must be in- 
ducted into the institution for a 
nominal period before the parole 
can become effective. 

A parole instead of an outright 
pardon will keep the Muncie editor 
under jurisdiction of the farm trus- 
tees during the duration of the 
parole, after which, if custom is 
followed, an outright pardon like- 
ly will be issued. 

Dale for some time in his week- 
ly paper at Muncie attacked al- 
leged domination by the Ku Klux 
Klan, directing most of his at- 
tacks against Judge Clarence W. 
| Dearth. Dearth’s sentence of con- 
tempt against Dale was upheld by 
the Indiana Supreme Court in a 
'notable decision which laid down 
the principle that truth was no de- 
fense. Dale lost in efforts to ob- 
tain a review by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

An attempt last winter to punish 
Judge Dearth by impeachment 
proceedings failed, the Indiana 
Senate acquitting him on seven 
counts brought against him al- 
leging corruption and misconduct.

AMERICAN ENVOY AT ARMS 
PARLEY ARGUES FOR LIMIT 
ON TOTAL CRUISER TONNAGE 


Within This Bound He Would Allow Each Na- 
tion to Build Type of 
Ship It Needs. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, July 15.—Pleading for 
unanimity of views on the cruiser 
problem, Hugh S. Gibson, address- 
ing the naval limitation conference 


as chairman, gave assurance yes- 
terday that reconciliation pf the 
divergent proposals of Japan and 
Great Britain would bring Amer- 
ican acceptance making an agre:- 
ment possible. Gibson is head of 
the American delegation. 

“We feel that we are in such 
close agreement with the Japanzse 
delegation with respect to total 
tonnage limitation and types of the 
cruiser class,’ he said, “that we 
could easily find a basis of agree- 
ment with them. But that is not 
enough; all three of us must be in 
agreement.” 

Reiterating the original Ameri- 
can proposals for low total ton- 
nages for auxiliary craft, and r2- 
expressing a willingness to reduce 
to still lower totals if the other 
powers agreed, Gibson, referring 
to the higher British proposa.s, 
continued: “It would be with the 
greatest reluctance that we would 
go to any higher tonnage levz2is 
and then only if such higher levels 
contain a real limitation of exist- 
ing programs of naval construction 
and furnished the only possible 
meeting ground for the three pow- 
ers.”” 


Preparing in Peace for War. 


“We have listened,” he said, 
“with great interest to the views 
of the British Empire delegation 
as to special needs for numbers of 
light cruisers. We have heard the 
striking statement of Admiral Lord 
Jellicoe as to the strength of the 
forces needed to hunt down com- 
merce raiders. No one is more 
qualified to speak with authority 
upon the problem of dealing with 
commerce raiders, during the last 
war, and I would not be understood 
as seeking to controvert anything 
he has said in the course of his 
statement, 

“T confess, however, that the 
American delegation entertains 
very serious misgivings in regard 
to the effort to prepare in time of 
peace for all possible contingencies 
of this character in time of war. 
It seems clear to us that this same 
duty of hunting down commerce 
raiders may fall upon any one cf 
our navies in time of war, but that 
if, in time of peace, we are “build- 
ing up forces to perform this duty 
it effectively shuts the door to any 
real limitation of naval gtrength. 


Naval Needs Kelative. 

“It may be timely for me to take 
advantage of this opportunity to 
state certain fundamental bases of 
the American p’ ition. It igs our 
belief that naval needs are relative. 
This has already been recognized 
in drawing up the Washington 
treaty and the soundness of. -his 
theory has been proven in practice. 
Thus we feel that limitation by one 
Power makes possible “imitation by 
other Powers. On the other hand, 
a program of building by one Pow- 
er may well call for a correspond- 
ing building program by others, 
while a friendly agreement among 
the principal naval Pow.rs enables 
them to effect a serious limitation 
and even reduction without in v 
ecnse impc.:lling their sscurity. 

“It is difficult for us to accept 
the idea of ubsolute naval needs. 
We feel that the conception of rela- 
tive naval needs alone makes jn- 
ternational agreement for limita- 
If we assume 
that naval needs are absolute each 
country must be the sole judge of 
its naval needs. which cannot then 
be subject to reduction by agree- 
ment with other Powers. * * * 

“Our task is therefore by mutual 
sacrifice to reach a _ limitation 
which attains the ends we all have 
in view of lightening the burdens 
of taxation and putting an end to 
competitive building. 

Fair Method of Limitation. 

“In our opinion the fairest meth- 
of limitation is that of total ton- 
nage by classes, in as much as 
within clearly defined limits each 
country is left free to build the 
types and numbers of vessels which 
it considers best suited to its spe- 
cial needs, its geographic position, 
its overseas commitments and its 
national security. If there were 
any mistrust or suspicion on the 
part of any of us as to the inten-

tions of the others we might well 
| demand the most meticulous scru- 
tiny of the details of each other's 
building program and insist on a 
partial balance of guns and ships 
of types and characteristics, 


“However, I am confident that 
all my colleagues about this table 
would repudiate with equal vehe- 
mence the thought of conflict be- 
tween us. We believe, therefore, 
that we can safely leave each coun- 
try free within carefully restricted 
tonnage limitation, upon which I 
trust we can agree it may build in 
each class as it may see fit. 


“For our part we have no desire 
to question is right of others to 
choose the type of vessels that they 
desire within the general limitation 
fixed by.treaty. We are confident 
that there is nothing in our na- 
tional policy which could give any 
ground for misgiving on the part 
of others if we should dispose of 
a restricted tonnage according to 
our special requirements, * *.* 


Capital Ship Question. 
“AS we have already indicated 


in earlier statements in committee, 
the American delegation is  pre- 
pared to consider in a preliminary 
way the proposals which Mr. 
Bridgeman has presented after we 
have reached agreement on _ the 
other probleme before us. We have, 
however, clearly indicated that we 
do not feel that this is the time for 
definite decisions on these ques- 
tions, although we recognize that: 
during the next four years useful 
preliminary work may be done. No 
capital ships are to be laid down 
by any of us until the close of 1931; 
no economy can be realized prior 
to that date by any decisions which 
may be reached here with respect 
to capital ships. 


“Further we are quite prepared 
to suggest, if agreeable to the 
other signatories to the Wash- 
ington treaty, that the conference, 
to be held in 1931 pursuant to the 
terms of that treaty be called early 
than after 
August 17. This would allow 
ample time for its recommenda- 
tions to be put into effect before 
any further construction of capital 
ships is undertaken by the three 
,powers represented here. 


“One of the primary purposes 
for which Mr. Bridgeman desired 
this plenary session was to furnish, 
an opportunity to eliminate certain 
misconceptions which have arisen 
regarding the proposals which 
have been made. 


A Presistent Misconception. 


“One of the most persistent mis- 
conceptions has been that regard- 
ing our attitude on the construc- 
tion of the 10,000-ton cguisers. It 
has been frequently stated that our 
insistence upon the possession of a 
considerable number of _ these 
cruisers was an obstacle to the 
fixing of a low total tonnage level 
for that catagory. Possibly the 
simplest way of disposing of this 
misapprehension is to state that 
we have felt that the question of 
number and types of ships could 
not profitably be solved without 
at the same time agreeing upon a 
reasonable total tonnage for the 
class, 

‘It has been made abundantly 
clear by the American delegation 
that the number of maximum s¢ized 
cruisers desired would be depend- 
ent upon the total tonnage agreed 
upon. I have clearly informed my 
colleagues that I was willing to 
discuss the numbers of such vessels 
once we have agreed upon a ton- 
nage limitation. 

“In this connection it has been 
stated that the 10,000-ton cruiser 
was forced upon a reluctant world 
by American insistence. Anyone 
who is familiar with the subject 
is aware that there is no foun- 
dation for this statement. The 
10,000-ton type was decided upon 
by general agreement in Wash- 
ington asenon-controversial and as 
responsive to the existin; situation 
created by the possession of a 
similar type by certain navies.*** 

“In the light of this situation 
it is difficult to maintain the con- 
tention that the American Govern- 
ment is responsible for the e¢xist- 
ence of this type or for setting 
‘the pace for competitive construc-

CHICAGO SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA

GENEVA, July 15.—Technically 
the naval arms conference is back 
where it started. Politically the 
atmosphere has been cleared by 
further pledges from the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan 
to leave no stone unturned in 
seeking formulae for reduction. or 
at least limitation, of auxiliary 
naval armament. 

These were the results, of long 
and for the most part, platitudin- 
ous messages delivered at the plen- 
ary session -yesterday.

Editor Post-Dispatch, St. Louis: 

Dear Sir: 

Massachusetts has just made his- 
tory in the regulation of public util- 
ity rates. A recent decision of the 
Public Utility Commission of that 
State gives the first ray of hope for 
sma}l consumers of electricity. 

The decision of the Massachu- 
setts Commission is that the amount 
of money actually and prudently 
invested by an electric light and 
power company, and only that 
amount, shall be the basis for fix- 
ing the rates its consumers must 
pay. They must not be required to 
pay on going value, reproduction 
cost, or any inflated, watered, or 
imaginary values whatsoever. 

The Massachusetts Commission 
has found a way to get around the 
slow, cumbersome, and uncertain 
estimates and appraisals built up 
under the United States Supreme 
Court’s utility valuation rule. It 
finds that by using the simple, fair, 
and understandable rufe of how 
much money was actually and pru- 
dently invested, it can do so without 
infringing the court’s general rule 
that under the fourteenth amend- 
ment investors in public utilities 
must not be deprived of a fair re- 
turn on their investment. 


Revises Valuation Oownward. 


Having adopted this common 
sense method of rate-making, the 
Massachusetts commission denied 
the claim of the "Worcester 
Electric Light Co. for a valuation 
of close to $18,000,000, holding that 
even under the Supreme Court rule 
its valuation would be only $10,- 
000,000, and that under the Massa 
chusetts laws it was only $4,058,232, 
which was in fact the amount of 
mpney actually and prudently. in- 
vested. Upon this basis the com- 
pany’s maximum rate of 7 cents 
per kilowatt hour was reduced to 
5 cents. 

In spite of the steadily falling 
cost of production, the average do- 
mestic consumer paid higher in- 
stead of lower rates in 1926. The 
Massachusetts decision points the 
way to relieve him of this extor- 
tion. This is especially important 
because most Public Service Com- 
missions (and notably in my own 
State of Pennsylvania) have been 
and are the mere servants of the 
corporations they are supposed to 
regulate. Here is one commission 
which is not. 

The action of the Massachusetts 
commission is supported by Gov. 
Iuller and the Legislature. Taken 
by so conservative a commonwealth 
as Massachusetts, it destroys com- 
pletely the contention of the elec- 
tric interests that the demand for 
proper regulation is a form of bol- 
shevism. . 


Principle Involved Not New. 


The principles of proper rate- 
making which the Massachucetts 
commission has applied are not 
new. Measuring the fair return by 
the amount of money prudently in- 
vested is an outgrowth of the con- 
servation movement begun under 
Roosevelt. The Federal water pow- 
er act makes net investment the 
basis of the fair return. The Penn- 
sylvania hydro-electric law, passed 
in 1923, while I was Governor, does 
the same. 

In every important point the 
Massachusetts decision runs with 
the recommendations of the Penn- 
sylvania Giant Power Survey, 
whose report, made in 1925, was 
the result of a two-year study of 
the whole problem. 

The Giant Power Survey recom- 
mended that the prudent invest. 
ment rule for rate-making be ap- 
plied by means of contracts be- 
tween the State and the companies 
to be embodied in their charters, 
thus avoiding the excessive rate- 
base and rates of the Unitel 
States Supreme Court rule. Unless

The recommendations of the 
Pennsylvania Giant Power Survey 
and the actions of the Massachu- 
setts Commission agree as to meas- 
ures necessary to protect the pub- 
lic and especially the small con- 
sumer. 

These necessary measure 
briefly: 

Rates should be fixed on the 
basis of money actually and pru- 
dently invested and not on cost of 
reproduction (which would never 
take place), going concern value, 
or any other inflated estimates 
and guesses. 

Securities should be issued only 
with the approval of the commis- 
sion and at not less than par, so 
as to reflect fairly the prudent 
investment, 

The fair return should be meas- 
ured by its effect in keeping the 
stock in the open market a little 
above a price fairly reflecting the 
prudent investment, 

Consumers should be given, in 
lower rates, the benefit of econo. 
mies in the art of generating and 
distributing electric current, in- 
cluding interconnection. 

Rates for each class of con- 
sumers should be governed by the 
cost of serving that particular 
class. The domestic consumer's 
share of the cost of generation and 
bulk transmission (as opposed to 


are, 


distribution) should not be much 
if at all, greater per kilowatt hour 
than the share of the big power 
user. In other words, the com- 
panies should not as at present 
uniformly overcharge the small 
user and frequently undercharge 
the big one. 

Applies Only Within State. 

Because of the U. S. Supreme 
Court’s decision in the Rhode 
Island case, the commisison’s ac- 
tion can apply only to current 
generated entirely within the 
State, and not to current trans- 
mitted from outside. But it is a 
great gain nevertheless. 

What has been done in Massa- 
chusetts can be done in any other 
State. Every state, either through 
its Legislature or through its Pub- 
lic Service Commission, hae entire 
power to get justice for its people 
in rates on current made at home. 
The only question is whether it 
will use its power. It can revoks 
Or alter the charters by which 
these utilities have been created, 
or take from them the right of 
eminent domain or other’ special 
privileges, if they refuse to play 
fair. 

Just now when electric utilities 
are merging into gigantic combi- 
nations which soon will reach from 
coast to coast, this decision should 
be brought to the attention of al! 
woh are in a position to help the 
people get a-square deal from the 
electric monopolists. That is my 
excuse for writing you this letter, 
which you are free to make such 
use of as you please.

terprises, who previously had been 
connected for ten years With the 
Shuberts, and George Buck, broth. 


tion “Yours Truly.” it had been 
testified, was ruined by the tick- 
et agencies because he charged 
them too much. 

It was an amazing story of the 
inside of the art of “gypping” 
the Government, the author, the 
music writer, the theater owner 
an anybody else who hes a per- 
centage in the gross profits.” 

Four Leaders Involved, 

Representing as they did dif- 
ferent theatrical interests, the wit- 
nesses gave testimony which in-:

The theaters are 
controlled absolutely by tne goug- 
ers and the ticket brokers. 

Producers Get Their Share. 

Not only the ticket ,o.ugerr, but 
the producers themselves, were in 
on the game, Hammers‘e'n test:- 
fied. Florens Ziegfeld end A. L. 
Erlanger, he said, charged $1 ¢x- 
tra two years ago for every orches- 
tra seat sold to the agencies for 
the “Follies,” then playing at the 
New Amsterdam Theater. This 
charge alone, knowledge of which 
was imparted to him by the head 
of Louis Cohn ticket agency, 
amounted to $5400 a week, not 
counting matinees and nolidays.

St. Louis Trained Teachers. 

To ths Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
UR School Board has approved Su- 
perintendent Maddox's plan of select- 
ing teachers, adequately qualified, of 
course, regardless of nonresidence in St. 
Louls. 
Harris Teachers’ College, authorized 
and sponsored by the Board of Educa- 
tion, supported by citizens of St. Louis 
proper, is turning out each year, in two 
classes, at least 100 graduate teachers, 
each individual of which will have to 
serve an apprenticeship of two years, or 
two full school terms, before being eligi- 
ble for a permanent position, and then 
only as vacancies occur. 
During this two-year period of ap- 
prenticeship, these graduates are re- 
quired to be ready to respond to call 
immediately, as their turn comes. They 
cannot leave the city, securing tempo- 
rary employment elsewhere, without los- 
ing their rights in rotation call. Re- 
instatement entails a set-back. A girl 
who must for any reason earn her own 
living is under a heavy handicap during 
‘these two years and more. 
Now as to employing teachers, other 
than those being turned out by our duly 
accredited institution: Admitting a S8e- 
lective plan as being the best, acknowl- 
edging difference in qualification, the 
superiority and fitness of one individual 
over another, can it be possible that 
among the great number of graduate 
teachers we are turning out, and the in- 
creased efficiency of those that have 
taught for a period, that a selective plan 
cannot be worked out that will secure, 
for our public schools the best and most 
efficient talent obtainable from among 
these teachers we have taken the trou- 
ble and expense to educate?

The Case of Carr. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


HERE is the case of Joseph S. Carr 


who wrecked the Chippewa Bank of 
which he was cashier. He embezzled 
$653,000. He was tried, convicted and 
sentenced to serve eight years in the peni- 
tentiary. Certainly that was not exces- 
sive punishment for hiscrime. Now, aft- 
er serving two years of his sentence the 
Board of Penal Institutions has unani- 
mously recommended his parole. Gov. 
Baker has not yet acted. But whether 
he grants or denies the parole at this 
time it is safe to assume that Carr will 
presently be released. 

If this were an exceptional case pro- 
test perhaps would not be in order. It 
is not exceptional. It is typical. The 
law does not mean much in this coun- 
try. The decrees of the courts do not 
mean much. Men commit grave crimes, 
crimes of betrayal like that of Carr, or 
crimes of violence and rarely pay ade- 
quate penalty. In many instances they 
go scot free. When convicted, as occa- 
sionally happens, they serve a fragment 
of their sentence, then their friends get 
busy and they are again free. 

What is the consequence of all this? 
The consequence k disrespect for the law, 
contempt for the courts, and the spread 
of popular knowledge that murder or 
robbery or crimy of any kind may be 
committed with a good chance of escap- 
ing punishment altogether and with 
every assurance that they won't be in 
prison very long anyhow.

The English fleet in that war was 
fueled by the creat oil fields at Tampico. It was fore- 
seen at the time the naval reserves were with- 
drawn that it might not always be possible to go be- 
yond our own borders for fuel. Restitution of the re- 
serves to the navy makes it certain that for a very 
long time we will not have to do so. 

Nor has the moral damage been lasting. It took 
the country a long time to believe that the Govern- 
ment was corrupt. It was not an easy thing to be- 
lieve. Contrary to all our traditions, it was some- 
thing of a poser for the American people. When they 
did become convinced of it there was no mistaking 
the verdict. It failed to bring down the Republican 
party, which had given us the rogues and rascals of 
the Harding regime, but that the individuals involved 
were forever damned both politically and morally 
there has never been the shadow of a doubt. It may 
be said that in the revulsion from rascality the na- 
tion rededicated itself to the admirable principle of 
honesty in the public service. No one believes that, 
in our time at least, such a scandal could happen 
again.

DECENCY AND TRADE. 


If there is still any doubt that foreign trade and 
international decency are in pretty direct relation- 
ship, it ought to be dispelled by a contrast of the 
state of our trade with Latin America to that of our 
trade with China. 

As everybody knows, we have for some time been 
in the habit of bullying and maltreating the. little 
Latin American countries in order to induce them 
to meet the wishes of our international bankers and 
other privilegees. How has this affected our trade 
with these southern neighbors? It has knocked our 
trace into a cocked hat. We have not only lost the 
favored position in Latin America which we achieved 
by reason of the absorption of England and Germany 
in the World War, but we have even lost much of 
our normal comnierce with these Southern countries. 

Now consider the case of China. There we have 
pursued a policy almost diametrically opposite to our 
policy in Latin America. We have demonstrated re- 
markable decency by refusing to join the allied Pow- 
ers in opposing the rising nationalism of the Chi- 
nese, we have indicated our willingness to give up 
our treaty control and extraterritorial rights, and 
we have recently sent Admiral Bristol, who cemented 
the friendship of the United States and the new 
Turkey, to the East, for the apparent purpose of re- 
peating in ‘China what he did in Asfa Minor. 

This conduct has given us commercial supremacy 

in China, a prize wrested from Britain and ‘apap. 
According to Julean Arnold, American commercial 
attache at Shanghai, during the first third of this 
year, our trade had a greater value than that of any 
other nation. Incidentally, for this period, too, our 
commerce with China was greater than for any year 
prior to the war. 
So it seems that the proponents of decency in our 
international affairs might do well to impress upon 
the public that the “ritan axiom about good morals 
being necessary to good business has its application 
to foreign relations. 
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THE SHOW FROM THE WATERWAGON. 


Viewing the carnival from his seat on the water- 
wagon, Samuel G. Blythe discourses at great length 
on prohibition in the Saturday Evening Post. The 
show does not please him. At times he is mad, at 
other times sad, but he is never glad. He thinks 
of the old days before he joined the ex-tanks when, 
he confesses, not without a glint of pride, that he 
was a two-fisted drinker. But drinking then was a 
convivial episode in the day’s work. Occasionally the 
addict thrust his unwelcome presence into the scene 
but the type was rare. 


The guest-conductor plan adopted by the manage- 
ment of the Symphony Orchestra has interesting pos- 
sibilities. The men who have been engaged are all 
personages in their profession, with distinctive quali- 
ties and characteristics. Audiences will inevitably 
compare the different concerts and note the  per- 
formances of the orchestra under this varying lead- 
ership. From that viewpoint the season should prove 
interesting and entertaining. 

It will be granted, of course, that the orchestra 
itself as an entity can hardly attain the unity and 
finish it would achieve under the direction of a resi- 
dent conductor. But individual talent, we should 
think, may find in such direction an exceptional op- 
portunity to assert itself, and such discoveries may 
well counterbalance any loss the orchestra may sus- 
tain as an organization. 

We presume that the plan is an expedient which 
will be abandoned when conditions warrant the em- 
ployment of a resident conductor. It is known, of 
course, that the London Symphony Orchestra has for 
years been directed by guest conductors with excel- 
lent results. There are special conditions, however, 
making for such results which do not locally obtain. 
The Post-Dispatch is inclined to believe that the 
management of our Symphony Orchestra has capably 
met an emergency and to hope that, when the emer- 
gency passes, our orchestra will return to the tested 
and proved policy of resident conductor. 
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PENNSYLVANIA LAW AND VARE. 


A United States District Judge in Philadelphia re- 
cently dismissed an application of the Senate Cam- 
paign Funds Committee for impounding the ballots 
of Delaware County, Pa., which were cast in the 
Now Senator King 
of Utah, a member of the committee, has instructed 
the committee's special attorney to prepare an appeal 
from that decision. Mr. King purposes to carry the 
case immediately to the Federal Circuit Court at 
Philadelphia. In this he differs from Senator Reed 
of Missouri, chairman of the committee, who appar- 
ently prefers to take the case directly to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Mr. King’s procedure seems the more practical. 
The Supreme Court is now in recess, which will con- 
tinue until October. Meantime, under the law. of 
Pennsylvania, the ballots in question will be de- 
stroyed just previous to the r election. This next 


election will be held in September. Therefore, un- 
less preventive measures are taken, the ballots of 
Delaware County will have been destroyed before 
the Supreme Court can pass upon the appeal, and the 
evidence those ballot boxes may contain will have 
been reduced to ashes. ! 

It would be unfortunate, indeed, if the Senate com- 
mittee’s effort to examine those ballots should be 
frustrated. Such an even‘uation, whatever the reas- 
on, would be deplored by public opinion, and also re- 
sented. And if the frustration should be encom- 
passed by the operation of a Pe~nsylvania law public 
resentment would be angrily acute.

IS THE REED COMMITTEE STILL 
ALIVE? 
From the New York Word. 
HEN the old guard filibuster last 
spring cut off the appropriation of the 

Reed Campaign Fund Committee, Senator 
James Reed announced that it would use 
private funds. When the Senate Sergeant- 
at-Arms, David Barry, refused to obey the 
committee’s orders to go to Pennsylvania 
and impound the senatorial ballots in four 
counties, the committee sent Jeremiah 
South, former clerk of the House. The 
county officers declined to recognize Mr. 
South's authority. whereupon the commit- 
tee turned to the Federal District Court 
for aid. Now that the District Court de- 
clines to act, the next step in Senator 
Reed's long, uphill fight is to appeal to 
the Federal Circuit Court to sustain him. 

The whole question is whether the Reed 
committee ig alive or déad. The District 
Court declares that this is not an issue 
for judicial determination, but is for the 
Senate itself to decide under its rules. 
Senator James Reed has little fear that the 
Senate majority will refuse to uphold his 
view that the committee is a continuing 
body. But he does not wish to wait till 
next December; he wants to get at the sus- 
pected ballot boxes before Congress opens. 

It is to be hoped that the Circuit Court 
will take jurisdiction and will sustain the 
opinion of Senators Borah, Norris, Walsh 
of Montana, and others that since the Sen- 
ate is a continuing body its committees are 
also continuing. Such action would help 
the Reed committee to dig promptly into 
Some very suspicious looking holes. But 
the old guard need not think that failure 
in this will prevent drastic and determined 
action next December. The Reed commit- 
tee will take steps to bring up the Vare- 
Frank Smith evidence in full, and it has 
announced that it will move at once to 
cite Mr. Insull and Mr. Cunningham for 
contempt.

Annual Report Asserts Building 
of Addition Must Be Con- 
sidered Soon. 


Additions to the building of the 
City Art Museum, in Forest Park, 
s00n must receive serious consider- 
ation if the institution is to keep 
pace with development’. taking 
place in other cities, it is declared 
in the museum’s annual report to- 
day. Room available for future 
acce’sions is nearing exhaustion. 

In the fiscal year covered by the 
report, which ended April 30, 127 
objects of art were purchased by 
the museum and 18 donated. A 
wide range of works was included. 
The Purchases amounted to $150,- 
657. There is $133,247 available 
for more acquisitions up to next 
Jan. 1. 


The report was presented by Di- 
rector Samuel L. Sherer and trans- 
mitted to Mayor Miller with ap- 
proval of the Board of Control by 
W. K. Bixby, president of the 
board, with the comment: “It is 
®bvious that the progress of the 
past year has made for a finer mu- 
seum and one more useful to our 
community.”

Miss Mary Powell, supervisor of 
education, reported that frequency 
of demand for talks indicated the 
most useful and popular collections 
were paintings, Greek objects. 
Egyptian group, sculpture, Ameri- 
can Indian objects and Chinese 
group. She noted the frequent use 
of the museum as a laboratory ly 
art teachers of high schools and 
colleges and the St. Louis School 
of Fine Arts faculty.

Its expendi- 
tures, including $103,407 on ac- 
count for accessions and $88,200 
for administration, were $199,111. 

The balance left in the treasury 
April 30 was $180,497. Mayor Mil- 
ler recently induced. the Board of 
Aldermen not to vote the custom- 
ary special tax rates for the mu- 
seum, Public Library and zoo, but 
this action was rescinded as to the 


museum because of a Supreme 
Court decision of years’ standing.

AFTER LONG ILLNESS 


With Paralysis More 
Fhan a Year Ago. 


Alfred Russell, art editor of the 
Globe-Democrat for more than 30 
years, died last night of paralysis 
at his home, 3002 Geyer avenue. A 
stroke in April, 1926, ended his 
active career as a newspaper artist. 
He was 59 years old. His widow, 


Mrs. Emma Hezel Russell, and a 
son survive him. 
Funeral services will be held to- 
morrow afternoon at 2:30 o’clock 
at an undertaking chapel at 3025 
Lafayette avenue. 
Before the camera supplanted 
the easel in newspaper illustration, 
Russell made pen and ink portray- 
als of news events. In later years 
most of his energy went into illus- 
tration of feature material. For a 
quarter of a century his colored 
drawings, signed “A. Russell,” dec- 
orated the Sunday magazine of the 
Globe-Democrat. 

Illustrated Big Stories. 
In the days when the artist has- 
tened to the scene of a “big story” 
in a cab, Russell depicted with pen 
and ink the destruction wrought in 
the city by the cyclone of 1896. 
In the East St. Louis race riot, in 
1917, when the mob persisted in 
smashing cameras of the news 
photographers, Russell drew a pic- 
ture of the turmoil. Occasionally 
he turned his hand to a cartoon. 

Painted Hunting Scenes. 
Russell was first of all a pen- 
and-ink artist, but he also was a 
skilled painter of hunting scenes, 
outdoor sketches and landscapes of 
rural Missouri. Hunting was one 
of his hobbies. He exhibted regu- 
larly at the Artists’ Guild and oc- 
casionally at other showings.

BARGE LINE 10 START 
RANDLING GRAIN SOON 


Demand Greater Than Capa- 
city, With Large Saving to 
Shippers, Expected. 


Grain from “the breadbasket of 
the nation’—the Mississippi Val- 
tey—within 10 days will be 
steaming down the Mississippi to 
New Orleans by Federal barge line 
at the rate of 1,000, ove bushzle 
month, \ 

Officials of the line expect that 
the offerings, as in other grain 
seasons, will exceed capacity. fut 
they are preparing to have everv 
cubic foot of barge space and every

ounce of tow power ready foi the 


rush. 

Before the end of the year, they 
estimated today, the line will 
handle at least 5,000,000 bushels. 
And on every bushel the shipyer| 
saves 3.9 cents in freight charges, 


by comparison with rail rates, ‘vuat 
makes a saving to Valley ship- 
pers of $39,000 a month or $195,- 
000 before the season closes. It 
may go higher. Last year the iine 
handled 5,712,914 bushels at a 
saving of $228,808. 

At Peak in Autumn. 

The grain traffic is at its peak 
through August, September, Oc- 
tober, November and December, 
and sometimes January, tapering 
off through the succeeding months 
until the next season comes in. 
This year, however, there is little 
prospect of the “barge line hand- 
ling any grain after ice clogs the 
channel south of St. Louis, about 
Dec. 15, when the northern ferm- 
inus of the line is moved down to 
Cairo. 

Fire destroyed the Halliday grain 
elevator at Cairo three months ago. 
So far no definite arangements 
are known for replacing it. The 
Halliday elevator was the only 
facility there for barge loading of 
grain. Citizens there have sought 
to devise a plan for co- operation 
of the Inland Waterways Commis- 
sion, the city and the railroads in 
building a new elevator. ; 

Return Haul Pays Too. 

Upstream tonnage has been run- 

ning near capacity. For several 


‘months the figure has been about 


70,00 tons. Getting a full lead on 
the “return haul,” of course, is 
the acid test of a transportation 
agency’s success, whether it be a 
service car or a ‘* trans-Atlantic 
steamer. 

Staples of the upstream traffic 
are bauxite ore from New Orleans 
for the American Aluminum Ore 
Co., which has its own terminal 
below East St. Louis, and sugar, 
principally from New Orleans re- 
fineries of Cuban sugar, but part- 
ly from California refineries of 
Hawaiian sugar. 

The barge rate on the ore Is 
$1.50 a ton less than the rail rate. 
Because of the saving and im- 
mense barge traffic on sugar, the 
Mississippi Valley Association has 
stated, “All sugar moving into Mid- 
dle Western territory is costing an 
average of 10 cents less a hundred 
than was the’case before the Mis.- 
sissippi barge line began opera- 
tion.” 

Northwest to Benefit. 

Northwestern grain for export is 
expected to join this Middle West- 
ern export grain pouring down the 
Mississippi Aug. 15, when the 
Upper Mississippi Barge Line {s to 
begin Government operation, from 
Minneapolis and St. Paul to S&t. 
Louis. 

A rate of 14.8 cents a hundred 
pounds had been announced on 
grain from the Twin Cities .to 
New Orleans. This is less’ than 
half the rail rate, which is 36 
cents a hundred, and has not met 
with the approval of St. ULouts 
shippers and many supporters of 
the barge line elsewhere. It 's 
pointed out that so drastic a cut 
will antagonize the railroads, whos 
‘co-operation in rail-and-water rats 
agreements is essential to proper 
development of water, transporta- 
tion. 

Estimates of what the upper 
river line will carry are little more 
than guesses, since experience Is 
lacking to judge from. The. most 
authoritative guess is that with all 
its 15 barges loaded with grain, 
their capacity would be about 150,- 
000 bushels a+ month. on which 
the freight saving would be about 
$19,080. |

NEW YORK, July 15. —If John 
Cuckoshay, now legally designated 
as Jack Sharkey of Boston, follows 
the same tactics he pursues in his 
workouts at the Madison Square 
Garden Athletic Club, he will be 
playing right into the hands of the 
man whom he is to fight for the 
right to box Gene Tunney for the 
title—William Harrison Dempsey. 

Before several hundred parboiled 
onlookers, e»oked to a turn with 
more than an hour’s waiting under 
the steaming New York heat wave, 
Sharkey yesterday exposed his 
.pugilistic hand at the expense of 
four sparring partners, one & 
clown. 

Some of the nation’s best known 
pickers of losers were at the ring- 
side; and when the total of six 
rounds of boxing had been com- 
pleted they were =.estioning one 
another as to what each thought of 
the exposure, few volunteering 
other than favorable opinions. 


Sharkey Well Put Up. 

Sharkey, seen close up, makes & 
favorable impression physically. 
Theer is no doubt that the boy is 
192 pounds THERE. In his shoul- 

der, arm and back development 
he is almost the equal of Dempsey 
im his prime. He seems to be even 
more heavily muscied, in some re- 
spects. His legs are not so stilted 
as Dempsey’s and are much more 
solid from the knee up. His arms 
almost rival Dempsey’s in power; 
while his neck is good enough, 
though not so solid as the former 
cham pion's. 

Sharkey’s face and jaw are weil 
put together for resistance. His 
hands are strong and unhurt. The 
only difference in Dempsey’s favor, 
outwardly, is that the one time 
“King of Killers” has longer end 
more supple muscles. Sharkey ap- 
pears to have the bunched an4d 
bound-up sinews of a wrestler. 

Sharkey is in his prime of 24 
years. He bears himself youth- 
fully and with confidence—some 
say over-confidence. He talks of 
“Tl” with great fluency and there 
is no doubting for one moment iis 
views on the subject of the coming 
fight with Dempsey. He is plan- 
ning already his campaign against 
Tunney!

The heat wave is so 
intense that he decided to rest to- 
day but he expects to resume Sat- 
urday and continue boxing up 
through Tuesday, when he will call 
a halt. 

Sharkey, personally, is different 
from anything that has been in 
the championship field. He is an 
American born, although of Lith- 
wanian parentage. He entered the 
navy comparatively young and be- 
gan boxing there. 

Sharkey is far from the dour 
man he has been pictured—a boast- 
ful, overbearing, gabby boob. On 
the contrary he is pleasant to 
greet, has a snappy answer to 
Questioners, whether it be about 
his profession or not, and does not 
put on that baleful glare supposed | 
to tndicate a lust for blood. 
Sharkey’s eyes are peculiar. They 
resemble gray giass. They have 
the fixed, animal stare, resembling 
the eye of a stuffed beast. But it 
is not put on—it ts fust his natural 
expression.

Dempsey Stops Punches to Jaw 
To See if He Can Still “Take It” 


Ex-Champion Follows Each Assault With Furious Attack — : 
Four Sparring Partners Punished Badly Dur- 
ing Workout.

SARATOGA LAKE, N. Y., July 


15.—Jack Dempsey is undergoing 
the final test of his ability—wheth- 
er he can take a husky punch on 
the chin and still bore in fighting 
with senses undimmed. 

The former titleholder ig certain 
that his physical condition is sound, 
that his punching power is as great 
as ever and his footwork fast 
enough to carry the high-powered 
artillery into close range for heavy 
work on Jack Sharkey’s body. But 
he realizes that on the way in he 
will be hit hard and often and he 
is anxious to discover his reaction 
when fists are drumming on his 
own chin, lights popping before his 
eyes and the drone of a million 
bees in his head. 

Jack has fought only 13 rounds 
in two fights in almost four years. 
When Luis Angel Firpo smashed 
Dempsey from the ring in Septem- 
ber, 1923, Jack came back in a 
fury to sink the Argentinian a‘ half 
dozen times. Defending the world 
championship against Gene Tun- 
ney last fall, Jack was not knocked 
from his feet, but steady punish- 
ment about the head slowed him to 
a walk. 

Busy Stopping Punches. 

In less than a week, the former 
titleholder, now seeking to regain 
the crown lost to Tunney, will meet 
Jack Sharkey in the Yankee Sta- 
dium. Dempsey is 32 and the re- 
action of his muscles to the com- 
mands of the brain when eyes see 
an opening in his opponent’s de- 
fense is obviously slower. Jack 
will take more punishment because 
of that and he believes he must 
learn to take it. 

Yesterday was the first Jack 
Spent stopipng punches with his 
chin when he could have avoided 
the punishment. In the first three 
minutes of boxing against Johnny 
Saxon, Jack stuck out his head and 
let ft stay there while Johnny 
whaled him solidly. Then Dem psey 
drew back, whipped a half dozen 
short punches to the body, and had 
to “carry” the little welterweight 
the remaineder of the round. 

Again against Chief Matoquah. 
rangy Oklahoma Indian, Dempsey 
submitted to four right crosses to 
the head which carried every ounce 
of the Chief's 204 pounds behind 
therm. Once more Jack pulled him- 
Self together and nearly crushed 
the Indian with body bending at- 
tacks. Italian Jack Herman and 
Marty Gallagher both took their 
shots at the former title holder 
and werd repaid in heavy punish- 
ment. 

Starts With a Rush. 

Jack's “submission” bore the 
taint of indecisiveness, however. It 
Was noticeable that for the first 
minute of each round he cut loose 
with: a rushing. two-fisted assanu!t 
that left all four of his pe ung, 


in rather exhausted condition.
